INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Actinomycotic  Beef  Tongues. 

It  has  been  shown  that  the  preferred  location  of  the  primary  lesion  of  actinomycosis 
upon  the  tongues  of  cattle  is  in  the  transverse  furrow  just  anterior  to  the  elevation 
upon  the  dorsum  of  the  organ,  and  microscopic  examination  of  a  number  of  beef 
tongues  showing  erosions  at  this  point  lias  demonstrated  the  presence  of  actinomyces 
fungi  in  45  per  cent  of  them,  yet  without  causing  hardening  of  the  tongue  or  serious 
extension  of  inflammation. 

Inasmuch  as  such  an  examination  of  all  these  affections  for  their  exact  nature  or  for 
confirmation  of  diagnosis  is  impracticable,  and  requests  having  been  made  for  instruc- 
tions as  to  the  disposition  of  the  tongues  in  such  cases,  it  has  been  decided  that  if  no 
characteristic  ulceration  and  induration  are  present,  and  there  is  no  lymph  gland 
involvement,  and  no  abscess  formation  is  observed,  there  can  be  no  rational  cause 
for  the  entire  condemnation  of  such  food  products.  After  the  removal  of  the  abrasions, 
the  remainder  of  the  organ  may  therefore  be  passed  for  food. 


PLACARDS  FOR  INFECTIOUS  PENS. 

Within  a  few  days  there  will  be  forwarded  to  each  station  where  yard  inspection 
of  live  stock  is  maintained  a  supply  of  placards  (I.  D.  Form  57G)  for  use  in  designating 
infectious  pens.  When  it  is  known  to  a  Bureau  employee  that  a  pen  or  yard  has 
contained  live  stock  of  any  kind  affected  with  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  one 
of  these  placards  should  be  immediately  tacked  on  each  gate  of  such  inclosure,  and 
should  remain  there  until  the  pen  or  yard  has  been  properly  cleaned  and  disinfected 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  143. 


FOOT  ROT  OF  SHEEP. 

There  seems  to  have  been  considerable  variation  in  the  past  in  the  methods  of  han- 
dling sheep  that  are  found  to  be  affected  with  foot  rot  at  the  time  of  their  inspection 
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for  interstate  shipment  under  the  regulations  of  the  Department.  This  lack  of  Uni- 
formity is  doubtless  due  to  the  fact  that  some  inspectors  either  do  not  recognize  the 
disease  at  all,  or,  recognizing  it,  fail  to  regard  it  properly  as  a  contagious,  infectious, 
or  communicable  disease  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  May  29, 
1884,  which  prohibits  the  interstate  movement  of  live  stock  known  to  be  infected»with 
any  such  disease. 

It  should  therefore  be  remembered  that  sheep  known  to  be  affected  with  foot  rot 
should  not  be  permitted  to  be  shipped  interstate  until  they  have  been  properly 
treated.  If,  at  destination,  sheep  are  found  to  be  affected  with  this  disease,  the  cars 
in  which  they  were  shipped  and  the  pens,  alleys,  and  chutes  through  which  they 
have  passed  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  as  specified  for  premises 
which  have  been  occupied  by  sheep  affected  with  scabies. 

Investigation  of  this  disease  in  the  laboratories  of  the  Bureau  has  shown  that  it  is 
readily  transmissible  in  many  of  its  forms  from  one  sheep  to  another;  but  as  many 
forms  of  lameness  that  are  not  contagious  will  be  found  among  sheep,  inspectors  should 
inform  themselves  with  regard  to  the  nature  of  foot  rot  in  order  that  they  may  be  able 
to  recognize  it.  Bureau  employees  interested  are  therefore  referred  to  the  Bureau's 
publications  on  this  disease,  in  which  tests  made  with  the  Bacillus  necrophorus,  the 
causative  agent,  are  described.  These  publications  are  Bulletin  63,  a  condensation 
of  the  same  in  the  Twenty-first  Annual  Report,  and  a  reprint  of  the  latter  article  as 
Circular  94.  Many  employees  no  doubt  already  have  one  or  more  of  these  publications. 
Circular  94  will  be  sent  on  request,  but  the  Bureau  can  not  supply  Bulletin  63. 
The  latter  may  be  purchased  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government 
Printing  Office,  Washington,  D.  C,  for  10  cents.
